Turf is elastic, and so, in a leaa degree, is the loamy soil 
of which in this country most tracks are formed, and the long bound of the horse 
does not for that reason lame nor stiffen him; but tan is as unelastic as marble, 
and it is os fatiguing and distressing to run upon it, as it would be upon our 
wooden pavement, if it be packed firmly 1 if it be uilierwise, it yields undertlie 
foot like loose sand. We suspect that bad lime and siiffened shoulders will dis¬ 
tinguish the races this lime."
